Those Killed During the Strike Riots ; 


Last January. 


Lawrence, Mass., Sept. 30.—Police 
and paraders fought with knives and 
clubs prior to a demonstration hero 
by members of the Industrial Workers 
of th© World. 
Two officers were stabbed, a Durn- 
lei- of demonstrators 
were 
clubbed 
sud an I. W. W. leader captured after 
a hard fight and then freed. Only two 
arrests were made. One shot was tired 
from the ranks of the paraders. 
Carlo Tresca, of Pittsburgh, Pa., an 
editor, who is an organizer of the In­ 
dustrial W orkers of the World, was in 
custody, but gained his freedom a min­ 
ute or two later. 
Persons who saw 
Tresca’s arrest said he was rescued 
by comrades. 
Tresca, with a smile, 
said the police let him go. All of the 
police professed to be iguoraut of the 
occurrence. 
The d a sh was quite 
unexpected. 
More than 20,000 operatives met at 
the railroad station to welcome 7OO 
members of the I. W. W„ who had 
come from Boston to participate in a 
parade to the graves of Anna Lopizzo 
and John Rainy, who were killed dur­ 
ing the strike riots last January. After 
the 
visitors 
hat! detrained an im 
promptu parade was started, turning 
finally iuto Essex street, the main 
business thoroughfare of the city. 
The parade was informal, and no 
application had been made for a pa­ 
rade permit. 
The police, notified that 
the 
operatives were 
marching, at­ 
tempted to cud the demonstration 
A 
squad of twenty-five officers was sent 
to Essex and law rence streets, where 
they threw a line across Essex stiee 
and waited foi the arrival of the pro 
cession. 
Two large banners were carried by 
the m archers 
One was inscribed 
“The Only Justice 
Freedom for Ettor 
and Glovannittl.” The other bore the 
words ''Police and Militia," and below 
“Who Killed Anna ami John.” 
When the head of the parade reach­ 
ed the line of o f f e r s it haldted and 
an argument began The police noti­ 
fied the m archers that they must dG 
pense because they had no permit. 
Those in the front rank were endeav­ 
oring to fall back, when suddenly the 
marchers in the rear pressed forwaid 
and the mill workers tried to pass the 
police. 
They struck right and left at the 
officers, who responded by swinging 
their 
dubs. 
Many of the p a r a d e r s 
were knocked, bleeding, to the ground. 
Iii some instances the marchers rob 
bcd the officers of their clubs and be 
gall to retreat into Lawrence siree* 
It was here that T r e s c a was seized by 
officers, who started with him toward 
the police station nearby. 
Angered by the arrest of their lead 
er, the crowd made a rush for the ol 
fleers The police appeared to be fight­ 
ing to hold their prisoner, but a mo­ 
ment or two later Tresca was at lib 
erty. 
During the fight two Italians, Sebas 
tiano de Maim and Vltto Eoncasterta. 
were arrested and taken to the sta 
lion house. As they were being taken 
through the door of the station house 
a revolver shot was heard. It appeared 
so I ‘vc been fired by some one iii the 
rov, I. Intr the operatives cried out 
has the police were shooting, l^ te r 
the crowd was driven through Law 
r* nee siree! and onto the common 
where the paraders dispersed.
